act as Guides 
I 


A|e Limit to he Placed and Boys will 


not be Allowed to Take Tourists 


over the Battlefield. Only Seven 


Ask for Permits. 


That young boys will not he permit­ 
ted to guide tourist parties 
over the 
field, 
under 
the 
new 
regulations 
adopted bv the W ar Department, was 
announced this morning at the offices 
of the National Dark Commission. 
The requirements are now 
in 
the 
hands of the Department at Washing­ 
ton where the minimum age limit 
is 
being fixed. The limit will not be 
be­ 
low eighteen years and may be twenty 
or twenty one, and all boys under the 
figure determined upon will 
have 
to 
forego soliciting trade until they ar- 
live at the age named. It is said at the 
office of the Park Commission that the 
complaints about 
the youths, who 
charge fifty cents and then 
attempt 
to tell the story of the battle, are too 
numerous to b t disregarded and visit­ 
ors must he safeguarded against them. 
Only seven guides have applied for 
licenses up to this time, a surprising­ 
ly small number in view' of the many 
men who make a livelihood 
in 
this 
way. It is supposed that there will be 
many more 
applications 
w'hen 
the 
date for enforcement 
is 
announced. 
The examinations will 
be 
oral 
and 
sufficiently comprehensive to test the 
ability and proficiency 
of 
the 
men 
who desire the privilege. 
The 
tags 
and license blanks are here, and 
the 
Commission will go right 
ahead 
as 
soon as the final documents 
are 
re­ 
ceived from Washington. 
With the recent action taken by the 
town council supporting the ('ommis­ 
sion in their stand, it is believed that 
the nuisance and imposition of many 
years is about at an end and that 
reputable and competent guides 
will 
he forthcoming in sufficient 
numbers 
to supply all demands, while the un­ 
desirable and incompetent ones 
will 
be prevented from imposing on visit­ 
ors.

Rains, cold nights and generally un­ 
favorable weather conditions are go­ 
ing to cost the farmers of Pennsylva­ 
nia many dollars in deterioration of 
grain according to Dr. H. A. Surface, 
the State zoologist, who has been re­ 
ceiving reports 
from 
demonstrator* 
who have been traveling through the 
eastern part of the State and who are 
now investigating in the western coun­ 
ties. 
“In many cases the grain started to 
sour while in the field. 
Considerable 
w'heat has done this and I am inform­ 
ed that quite a quantity of rye 
suf­ 
fered from the damp and the general­ 
ly bad conditions,’’ says Dr. Surface. 
“The oats crop, which we all thought 
was going to be such a valub.de one 
and so much larger than usual, 
may 
be 
diminished 
more 
than 
other 
grains because of the damp. 
I 
have 
learned of large fields in which 
the 
oats has been cut, but which 
is 
wet 
through and through. This will make 
it not only difficult to handle, but un­ 
salable in some sections. 
“The most serious feature 
of 
the 
condition* will be that grains will not 
demand good 
prices 
except 
where 
everything w'as favorable arid 
there 
may be a shortage of cattle feed 
in 
some sections, 
although 
in 
other* 
they will feet! the unsalable product. 
“Weather condition* have been bad 
and the frequent storms have caused 
much damage, 
more 
than 
we 
are 
aware of as yet.”
